Konstantin Brusilov, suspected Soviet agent in the Venezueclan-Soviet Cultural 
Institute in Caracas, recently advised MMMOf his idea to establish an 25X1X6 
organization for immigrants to Venezuela. The organization, which would be 
mainly for Russian imnicrants, would endeavor to locate homes and jobs for 
these indivijuals. Teas, sports events, lectures, Language classes and 
social gatherings woul’ be held as an inducement to bring these people together. 
Brusilov added that outwardly the organization would have no political sige 
nificance.
